SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The classification of the video recording entitled Teuflische GelOste is altered. It is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording was submitted for reconsideration of its classification under 
s42(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The 
video recording had been previously classified by the Chief Censor of Films, under the 
Films Act 1983, as Approved for exhibition only to persons 18 years of age and over. 

The altered classification is because the video recording promotes and supports the 
use of urine in association with sexual conduct, by presenting urination as a legitimate 
sexual activity and one that is intended to sexually arouse the viewer. The 
Classification Office notified the authorised distributor of the video recording of the 
recommended excision of this material, but they failed to respond. If the excisions had 
been agreed to the video recording would be classified as objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years due to the remainder of the video recording presenting a variety of consensual 
sexual activity in an explicit manner. One of these scenes depicts penetration of a 
woman's vagina with bananas and presents as sexual conduct of a degrading and 
dehumanising nature. However, the impact of this scene is limited given the brevity of 
the depiction and the consensual nature of the activity. 

Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act is a deeming provision that cannot be given a meaning 
that is consistent with the rights and freedoms in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990 (NZBR Act). Therefore, si4 of the NZBR Act does not apply to this video 
recording and it is classified as objectionable. 
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
